He believes he was 
taken from Sharon to W arren and 
thence to Newcastle, Pa. 
It is his 
opinion, expressed in a happy school 
boy way, that he was in Ashtabula on 
Saturday night at the time his father 
was to leave his $10,000 in Flatiron 
park. Whitla at first refused to state 
whether he had paid the ransom or 
not. 
He said that he received a let­ 
ter from the kidnappers at his home 
in Sharon saying that if he called at 
a confectionery store In the east end 
of Cleveland he would be told how to 
secure his boy unharmed and ‘‘well 
fed.” 
He went to Cleveland unaccompa­ 
nied. 
His immediate family and the 
private detectives he had in his em­ 
ploy he apprised of the proposed se­ 
cret meeting, but insisted that he 
make the trip alone. 
Every one of 
them was warned that he must be al­ 
lowed to go unheeded and no attem pt 
at the capture of the kidnappers now 
be made. 
W hitla was certain that if 
he spoiled the plans of his son’s cap­ 
tors he would never see the lad again.

Rock* of a leading fancier. They WOT** 
snow white, beautiful birds. 
T hey be­ 
gan laying the latter part of Novem­ 
ber, nn«1 during the w inter m onths 1 
gathered 501 eggs. 
This was an excel- 
lent record. 
At tin* end of the first 
year my account w ith the hens stood 
gross $ 180, and a fte r figuring their 
fe«*d bill and deducting $15 interest on 
their lodging the tw elve pullets had 
netted me about $0 each. 
Of course I 
did not figure in the tint«* I spent, but 
tin* am usem ent and exercise the bird* 
afforded canceled th at account. 
Broiler Business Studied. 
I bad sold a num ber of the increased 
flock as broilers from Jtin«* until A u­ 
gust at prices ranging from 20 to lis 
cents 
p«*r pound, ami 
this 
Incident 
turned my attention to the possibilities 
o f the broiler business. 
I began stu d y ­ 
ing catalogue* for broiler house equip 
rn«mt and soon had a bouse 10 by 00 
feet, divided into pens and heated w ith 
a hot w ater system w ith twelve pipes, 
top beat, 
I figured th a t 1 could han­ 
dle 1,009 chicks a m onth nn«l in tim e 
have 500 or 1,000 laying hens on th«* 
five acres of ground. Additional build* 
ings w«*r»‘ erected for tin* layers. 
An 
Incubator Cellar w as made and five 
300-egg incubators Installed, 
A fter several w eeks of furious activ­ 
ity everything w as ready f«»r the first 
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right, nil right. 
But it’ll take another 
John D. to g«*t it <jut.” 
The sym ptom s of lit«* h«m fever are 
eaffily distinguished, and if you tir«* 
already inoculated probably you will 
givu scan t attention to this little trea ­ 
tise on chickenology. 
There is som e­ 
th in g s«» peculiarly enticing about llm 
first dream s of the opium eater that 
the w arnings of millions of others who 
have traveled the sam e path go un­ 
heeded. 
T here 1* n<> one so expert in 
tiie fowl enterprise as th«> man who 
has a few well developed biddies In a 
new bouse and on m*\v land. 
It takes 
only seven night* a 
w eek 
pouring 
over poultry papers and fanciers’ cata­ 
logues aud a few days In the natural 
laying season for the most inexpert 
enced man to pose its a “ know it all” 
in 
the soieety of Cut-cut cn-docket- 
ville. 
T his story costs you littl*** or nothing, 
bu t it cost me $1,435.72; hence I have 
a right to tell it. 


Likes a Change of Scene. 
T he first thing to rem em ber is that, 
no m a tte r how m uch you m ay know or 
th in k you know about chickens nor 
how m uch practical experience you 
m ay have rubbed into the skin, there 
will alw ays be new conditions and 
n ew problem s in the sam e flock. 
No 
rule will alw ays work the same, and 
th e m ethods em ployed this season by 
■which you are successful will prove 
u tte rly inadequate next time. 
For this 
Inform ation you can thauk me. 
You’ll 
never find it out from reading any 
poultry 
paper nor from the supply 
house catalogues. 
A hen likes a change 
of scene, 
she likes new* scratching 
ground, 
and 
unless 
your 
neighbor 
keep* a garden Mrs. Hen will be quite 
m iserable. 
Give her a new house and 
a new fro nt y ard every year and many 
of the po u ltry m an ’s troubles will dl*- 


liatcbes everything except tin* eggs, 
which the liens had inconsiderately 
forgotten to lay. 
T he incubators w ere 
therefore till«*«! w ith “store eggs,” eggs 
saved for me by th«* neighbors and a 
few scattering dozens hom emade, 
i 
had estim ated go per cent hatches and 
that 75 per cent would reach m aturity 
after hatching. 
Strange to say, my* 
average f«»r the first season’s hatches 
w as 00 per cent, and for a tlnn* it 
looked as though the death rat«* would 
be less than 10 p«*r cent, 
it was not 
long before I had 2,000 little dow ny 
balls, lively as crickets, chasing each 
other back and f«*rth from under tin* 
hover to the sunlight. 
At th a t time 
l«*s* th an 5 per cent had crossed over, 
and I w as beginning to think there 
was som ething in the chicken business 
in spit«* of the num erous “ I told you 
so’s” am ong the neighbors. 


Popularity of Chickenville. 
T hat broiler factory becam e a regu­ 
lar show place, an d w henever any of 
the townspeople w anted to show Uncle 
Jam es or A unt Jeralny som ething new 
they w ere sure to w addle dow n to 
Chickenville. 
It really w as surprising 
the num ber of people w ho cam e to s«*«* 
those yards and yards of living p a n ­ 
sies. 
1‘eople cam e from all p arts of 
the county, and there w ere a few spe­ 
cial visitors from Cleveland and B u f­ 
falo. 
A haul the time tlie chickens were 
, feathering out and would weigh half 
to three-quarters of a pound they be­ 
gan to die. 
They w ere free of vermin, 
and I could not understand the cause 
of th eir death. 
T hey seemed to be a f ­ 
flicted w ith general cussedness rath er 
than any other catalogued chicken dis­ 
ease. 
To m ake the funeral oration of 
some 3,600 chickens short, it Is enough 
to say th a t less than a third of the to­ 
tal hatches ever got to m arket, and in­ 


stead of making $2,000 the flret eeaeoc 
In profit (based on previous experience 
and double discounted) I found that 
the actual investment and expenses foi 
the first year were $1,874.84 and tht 
total receipts only $702.75. 
» 
One reasou for the low receipts wai 
a sudden stop in the hatching opera 
tlons on account of the d estru ctio n a) 
my regular business by fire on June 1 
H ad not the fire occurr«*d the chlcket 
receipts Would have been larger, but 
guess the lire was a g«>od thing any 
way, as the larger the chicken re 
eeipfs the larger the expense withou 
any reduction of the ratio. 
It would not be fair to the eblckei 
business, 
however, 
not 
to say tha 
many of my best laid plans were over 
turned because of the fire. 
In orde 
to get as m uch ready money as - 
couhl I sold most of my choice youttf 
stock w hich I w as rearing to fill tin 
laying pens for the next year, w ith th* 
r«**u1t that the later stork did not ina 
lure In tim e to lay during the nex 
winter, and a fte r carrying them ove 
until early spring I t<»ok advantagi 
of the high price an«l sohl them. 
L a te r In th«* sum m er, finding I wm 
n«>t quite bankrupt, I reorganized th» 
Chicken 
business 
and 
enlarged 
th< 
plant In accord w ith the needs tim 
experience seemed to dem and. 
1 tried fall hatchet, but found tha 
not only did the eggs fall to Incubat« 
as well a* in th e sprlug, but the chick 
that did break through the shell lark 
ed vitality. 
Of course 1 
knew f il 
chickens w ere more difficult to raise 
but who would have thought the aver 
age hatch would he less than 20 pe 
cent 
and 
tin* 
death 
rate of 
tbos* 
which pecked through their limeston* 
castles would be 95 per cent! 
T he same condition of poor hatcbe 
du rin g the fall continued «luring th 
spring and w a s not confined t«« my ex 
perfenee alone, but w as a general coil 
«lition throughout th«* country, showlnj 
thnt fertility of eggs and vitality o 
em bryo 
depend 
on 
«conditions 
fo 
w hich the chicken raiser Is not a!w ay 
to blame. 
Instead of hatching 1,00 
per num th, as I had expected, 1 w a 
g«*ttiug 4<)0 t«> 500 chickens. 
Whet 
w in ter cam e there wore about 1,20* 
sickly l«»oking Incubator babies In th« 
big brooder bouse. 


R a v a g e s of a Neighbor’s Dog. 
The 
troubles 
doubled 
w hen 
raj 
bandy colored hired man becam e sick. 
Tl ore is an old adage about a colored 
man loving chickens, and my colored 
man certainly loved to care for those 
chickens. B ut 1 might as well end this* 
part of the story right now. 
A new 
green black boy cam e to ca re for the 
poultry an«l t«> help end the business 
W h a t chickens didn’t die u n d er his un 
skilled care disappeared In other ways. 
Hats, which had not troubled in«* be­ 
fore. took a full hundred In a single 
night, so th a t out of 4,000 hatched in 
nine 
m onths 
less 
than 
seventy-five 
broilers ever reached the m arket. 
I 
did m anage to raise a few by the old 
hen 
m ethod and also raised 
about 
seven billion lice. 
A neighbor’s fine 
bird dog visited the yards on several 
nights and before she w as detected 
disposed of about 100 of the finest 
chicks. 
I now* have 150 chickens left 
in nil conditions (except those required 
by the m nrketm an), and the price has 
dropped from 38 cents for broilers, live 
weight, to 7 cents per pound. The chick 
ens eat thM r heads off every three 
months, figuratively speaking. 
If they 
would do so literally there wouhl be 
no kick com ing fr«nn me. 
My third year's experience in get 
ting poor out of chickens show s re 
ceipts of $723 and expenses of $1, 
673,13, or a net loss for the year of an 
optim istic disposition and $772.13. 
Id 
looking over my accounts for th e past 
tw o years f find the p lan t has cost me 
$1,800. 
It cannot be sold for over $400 
My total loss from this exp«*riment In 
“trying to beat Dam e N ature” was 
$1,435.72. 
If you should ever get the idea into 
your head th a t you cau apply the rule1« 
of geometricul progress to the baby 
chicken business, ju st rem em ber that 
one hen in a few years at th a t rate 
would have such a lot of grandchil­ 
dren and great-grandchildren th a t there 
would be “Standing Room Only” signs 
show n at all the hen theaters In th«* land 
Old .D am e N ature is a wise old girl 
You can fool her p a rt of tin* time, but 
sooner or later she will fool anybody 
who thinks he can feed h«*r wooden 
nutm egs for a steady diet. 
Once In a long tim e some one ac tu ­ 
ally m akes money out of the chicken 
raising business, but It Is generally 
some one who has used prin ter’s Ink 
so liberally th a t w hen you pay $50 
for a trio you are paying $2 for three 
chickens and $48 for the chicken fan 
d o r ’s reputation.

c«*ived and th e like. 
A third bill by 
the sam e author requires all physi­ 
cians ami 
surgeons, em ployers an«! 
«mployea to report all acchlonts to 
the sta te labor bureau and give com­ 
plete inform ation concerning them. 
A joint resolution was offered by J. 
G. I.onnon of M inneapolis in th e house 
for a joint com m ittee to confer with 
the 
railroad officials regarding

the first year or two, an 
undreamed 
am ount of hard, disagreeable work 
a final brood of discouragem ent and 
a 
plant abandoned 
to lice or an 
other sucker who has rend all the 
poultry catalogues and can see “Just 
where you made your m istake.” 
During the last few years there has 
been a regular poultry craze. 
The pc 
rlod of high prices of food products 
and especially of chicken yard eat­ 
ables, has turned the city m an's at 
tent ion country wa rd. 
“If a hen will 
lay”— Hut w hat's the use? Ju st cut 
off th e ‘ if” and you’ll solve the greatest 
problem in the hen culture “blinis.” 
Failing to cut off the “if,” just wring 
the hen’s neck. 
“Hut there certainly Is money In the 
business,” said a city man to nu*. 
“ I 
pay 40 to ,r*0 cents per dozen for fresh 
eggs a month old and young broilers 
from 25 to 50 cents a pound. 
There 
m ust be money in it.” 
“There is,” I replied. 
“T h at’s just 
the trouble. 
The money’s in it. all 


appear. 
But how many of us have a 
forty acre farm or can afford a new 
hen palace every spring? 
Do not think because a few hens 
pay that fifty times as many would 
pay Just fifty times as much. 
You 
are likely to get your labor for your 
pains. 
Four years ago I bought a 
dozen 
pure blood 
W hite 
Plym outh 
Bocks of a leading fancier. They were 
snow white, beautiful birds. 
They be­ 
gan laying the latter part of Novem­ 
ber, and during the w inter m onths I 
gathered 501 eggs. This was an excel­ 
lent record. 
At the end of the first 
year my account with the bens stood 
gross SISO, and after figuring their 
feed bill and deducting $15 interest on 
their lodging the twelve pullets had 
netted me about $0 each. 
Of course I 
did not figure in the time I spent, but 
the am usem ent and exercise the birds 
afforded canceled that account. 
Broiler Business Studied. 
I had sold a number of the increased 
flock as broilers from June until Au­ 
gust at prices ranging from 20 to 38 
cents per pound, and this incident 
turned my attention to the possibilities 
of the broiler business. 
I began study­ 
ing catalogues for broiler house equip­ 
ment and soon had a house IG by OO 
feet, divided into pens nnd heated with 
a hot w ater system with tw elve pipes, 
top heat. 
I figured that I could han­ 
dle 1,(KK) chicks a month and in thin? 
have 500 or 1,000 laying hens on the 
five acres of ground. Additional build­ 
ings were erected for the layers. 
An 
incubator cellar was made and five 
360-egg incubators installed. 
A fter several weeks of furious activ­ 
ity everything was ready for the first 
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right, all right. 
But it’ll take another 
John D. to get it out.” 
Tile symptoms of the hen fever are 
chilly distinguished, and if you are 
already inoculated probably you will 
give scant attention to this little trea­ 
tise on chickenology. 
There is some­ 
thing so peculiarly enticing about the 
first dream s of the opium eater that 
the w arnings of millions of others w ho 
have traveled the same path go un­ 
heeded. 
There is no one so expert in 
the fowl enterprise as the man who 
has a few well developed biddies in a 
new’ house and on new land. 
It takes 
only seven nights a week 
pouring 
over poultry papers and fanciers’ cata­ 
logues and a few’ days in the natural 
laying season for the most inexperi­ 
enced man to pose as a “know it all” 
in the soicety of Cut-cut-ca-docket- 
vllle. 
This story costs you little or nothing, 
but it cost me $1,435.72; hence I have 
a right to tell it. 
Likes a Change of Scene. 
The first thing to rem em ber is that, 
no m a tte r'how much you may know or 
think you know about chickens nor 
how much practical experience you 
may have rubbed into the skin, there 
will alw ays be new’ conditions and 
hew problem s in the same flock. 
No 
rule will alw ays work the same, and 
th e m ethods employed this season by 
which you are successful will prove 
Utterly Inadequate next time. 
For this 
Inform ation you can thauk me. 
You’ll 
never find it out from reading any 
poultry paper nor from the supply 
house catalogues. A hen likes a change 
of scene, she likes new scratching 
ground, 
and 
unless 
your 
neighbor 
keeps a garden Mrs. Hen will be quite 
miserable. Give her a new house and 
a new front yard every year and many 
of the poultryman’s troubles will dis­ 


hatches—-everything except the eggs, 
which the liens had inconsiderately 
forgotten to lay. The incubators W’ere 
therefore filled with “store eggs,” eggs 
saved for me by the neighbors and a 
few scattering dozens homemade. 
I 
had estim ated GO per cent hatches nnd 
that 75 per cent would reach m aturity 
after hatching. 
Strange to say, my* 
average for the first season’s hatches 
was GO per cent, and for a tim e it 
looked as though the death rate would 
be less than IO per cent. 
It w as not 
long before I had 2,000 little downy 
balls, lively as crickets, chasing each 
other back and forth from under the 
hover to the sunlight. 
At th a t time 
less than 3 per cent had crossed over, 
and I was beginning to think there 
was something in the chicken business 
in spite of the numerous “I told you 


b o ’ s ” among the neighbors. 
Popularity of Chickenville. 
T hat broiler factory became a regu­ 
lar show place, and whenever any of 
the townspeople wanted to show Uncle 
Jam es or Aunt Jeminy som ething new 
J they were sure to waddle down to 


J Chickenville. 
It really wt u s surprising 
| the num ber of people who cam e to see 
i those yards and yards of living pan- 
I sics, 
l'eople came from all parts of 


j the county, and there were a few spe- 
I elal visitors from Cleveland and Buf- 
I falo. 
A bail t the time the chickens were 
I feathering out aud w’ould weigh half 
i to three-quarters of a pound they be- 


j gan to die. They w’ere free of vermin, 


J and I could not understand the cause 


j of their death. They seemed to be af- 
j fileted with general cussedness rather 
I than any other catalogued chicken dis- 
I ease. To make the funeral oration of 
some 3,600 chickens short, it is enough 
to say that less than a third of the to­ 
tal hatches ever got to market, and in­ 


stead of making $2,000 the first se—on 
in profit (based o d previous experience 
end double discounted) I found thai 
the actual investment and expenses tot 
the first year were $1,874.84 and the 
total receipts only $702.75. 
. 
One reason for the low receipts wai 
a sudden stop in the hatching opera 
tions on account of the destruction o) 
ray regular business by fire on June I 
Had not the fire occurred the chicker 
receipts would have been larger, but i 
guess the fire was a good thing any 
way, as the larger the chicken re 
ceipts the larger the expense withou 
any reduction of the ratio. 
it would not be fair to the chicker 
business, however, not to say tha 
many of my best laid plans were over 
turned because of the fire. 
In orde: 
to get ns much ready money as -• 
could I sold most of my choice younj 
stock which I was rearing to fill tin 
laying pens for the next year, w ith th* 
result th at the later stock did not ma 
tore in tim e to lay during the nex 
winter, and after carrying them ove 
until early spring I took adrantag* 
of the high price and sold thoro. 
Later in the summer, finding I w’at 
not quite bankrupt, I reorganized tin 
chickell 
business 
nnd 
enlarged 
tin 
plant in accord with the needs tim 
experience seemed to demand. 
I tried fall hatches, but found tba 
not only did tile eggs fail to incubate 
as well as in the spring, but the chick 
that did break through the shell lack 
cd vitality. 
Of course I knew’ fal 
chickens were more difficult to raise 
but who would have thought the aver 
age hatch would be less than 20 pe 
cent and 
the death 
rate of thosi 
which peeked through their lirnestom 
castles w’ould be 95 per cent! 
The sam e condition of poor hatcbe 
during the fall continued during th 
spring and w as not confined to my ex 
perience alone, but was a general con 
(Ution throughout the country, showily 
that fertility of eggs nnd vitality o 
embryo 
depend 
on 
conditions 
fey 
which the chicken raiser is not alw ay 
to blame. 
Instead of hatching 1.00 
per month, as I had expected, I w a 
getting 400 to 500 chickens. 
Whei 
w inter cam e there were about 1,2CK 
sickly looking incubator babies in th( 
big brooder house. 
Ravages of a Neighbor’s Dog. 
The 
troubles 
doubled 
when 
mj 
handy colored hired man became sick. 
There is an old adage about a colored 
man loving chickens, and my colored 
man certainly loved to care for those 
chickens. But I might as well end this 
part of the story right now. 
A new 
green black boy came to care for the 
poultry and to help end the business. 
W hat chickens didn’t die under his un 
skilled care disappeared in other ways. 
Rats, which had not troubled me be­ 
fore, took a full hundred in a single 
night, so th at out of 4,000 hatched in 
nine m onths less than seventy-five 
broilers ever reached the m arket. 
I 
did m anage to raise a few by the old 
hen method and also raised about 
seven billion lice. 
A neighbor’s fine 
bird dog visited the yards on several 
nights and before she was detected 
disposed of about IOO of the finest 
chicks. 
I now have 150 chickens left 
in all conditions (except those required 
by the m arketm an), and the price has 
dropped from 38 cents for broilers, live 
weight, to 7 cents per pound. The chick­ 
ens eat their heads off every three 
months, figuratively speaking. If they 
w’ould do so literally there would be 
no kick coming from me. 
My third year’s experience in get 
ting poor out of chickens show s re­ 
ceipts of $723 and expenses of $1,- 
675.13, or a net loss for the year of an 
optimistic disposition and $772.13. In 
looking over my accounts for the past 
tw’o years t find the plant has cost me 
$1,800. It cannot be sold for over $400. 
My total loss from this experim ent in 
“trying to beat Dame N ature” wa? 
$1,435.72. 
If you should ever get the Idea into 
your head th at you eau apply the rules 
of geom etrical progress to the baby 
chicken business, just rem em ber that 
one hen in a few’ years at th a t rate 
would have such a lot of grandchil­ 
dren and great-grandchildren th a t there 
would be “Standing Room Only” signs 
shown a t all the hen theaters in the land 
Old .Dame Nature is a w’ise old girl 
You can fool lier part of the time, but 
sooner or later she W’ill fool anybody 
w’ho thinks he can feed her w’ooden 
nutmegs for a steady diet. 
Once in a long time some one actu­ 
ally makes money out of the chicken 
raising business, but it is generally 
some one w’ho has used printer’s ink 
so liberally that when you pay $50 
for a trio you are paying $2 for three 
chickens and $48 for the chicken fan 
cier’s reputation.

Provided for In Bill Introduced 
in the House. 


TO CONSIST OF THREE MEN 


W ho Are to Serve Without Com pensa­ 


tion W hile They Inquire Into the 


Subject of W orkingm en’s Com pensa­ 


tion for Injuries W ith the Object of 


Reporting a Bill to the Next Leg­ 


islature— Plan 
to 
Settle 
Railroad 


Fight. 


St. Paul, March 23.—The long-looked- 
for bill providing for a comrnirsion to 
inquire into the subject of working­ 
men’s com pensation for injuries and 
to report a hill to the next legislature 
was introduced in the house by W. A. 
Campbell 
of 
Minneapolis. 
It 
pro­ 
vides for a commission of three, one 
to represent labor, one the em ployers 
and one to bo learned in the law. They 
are to serve without compensation, 
but are given power to employ a sec­ 
retary and pay other necessary ex­ 
penses. 
The secretary may be one 
of the three. 
Mr. Campbell introduced another 
bill requiring casualty and indem nity 
companies to furnish inform ation re­ 
garding accidents, giving detailed re­ 
ports classifying causes and condi­ 
tions of accidents, com pensation re­ 
ceived and the like. 
A third bill by 
the same author requires all physi­ 
cians and surgeons, employers and 
employes to report all accidents to 
the state labor bureau and give com­ 
plete inform ation concerning them . 
A joint resolution was offered by J. 
G. Lennon of Minneapolis in the house 
for a joint com m ittee to confer with 
the railroad officials regarding the 
commodity freight rates, which are 
being tested in the courts, and re­ 
port a bill which might settle the liti­ 
gation. 
Mr. Lennon offered his reso­ 
lution in lieu of the senate bill, which 
is before the house, re-enacting the 
commodity rate bill without the pen­ 
alty clauses. 
Gave Notice of Debate. 


After 
Mr. 
Lennon 
had 
m ade 
a 
lengthy speech, F. T. W hite gave no­ 
tice of debate, which required th at 
the resolution go over for a day. 
The red, w hite and blue tights bill, 
which was introduced in the house re­ 
cently by T. J. Brady and F rank Nim- 
ocks 
and 
afterw ards 
disowned 
by 
them and adopted by C. L. Sawyer, 
has received favorable action by the 
house com m ittee on crimes and pun­ 
ishm ent and a redraft of the bill came 
back to the house which provides a 
punishm ent of ninety days in jail or 
$100 fine for wearing red, w hite and 
blue tiglits or other unseemly apparel 
displaying the national colors by any 
female at any public perform ance. 
A state wide repeal of the l l o’clock 
lid is proposed in an innocent looking 
bill, which P. J. W elter of N ewm arket 
introduced in the house. 
The bill consists of only a couple of 
lines, and am ends Section 1532 of the 
code by striking out the line which 
prohibits the sale of liquor between 
l l p. rn. and 5 a. rn. and inserting a 
sentence which leaves the determ ina­ 
tion of the hour to the city council. 
A 
resolution 
urging congress 
to 
place lum ber and coal on the free list, 
introduced by J. A. Gates of Kenyon, 
passed the house almost unanimously. 
A memorial to congress asking for 
the retention of the duty on unfinished 
granite was introduced by O. F. Doyle 
of St. Cloud, but was sent to the com­ 
m ittee on m anufacturers. 


Col v i 11 Statue to Be Unveiled. 


A resolution was passed in the house 
under which the house cham ber will 
be used W ednesday of next week for 
the unveiling of the statue of Colonel 
William F. Colvill. 
The house killed R epresentative El­ 
m er A dam s’ bill limiting the cost of 
the state inebriate hospital to $100,- 
000 and allowing the board of control 
to locate it on state land. 
Appeals for education in term s of 
the environm ent for instruction which 
shall teach children som ething about 
the 
conditions 
about 
their 
homes 
rather than in some for off place was 


urged by a number of speakers before 
the Joint committee of the finance 
committee of the senate and the ap­ 
propriations committee of the house. 
. Professor A. W. Rankin of the state 
university and A. M. Duntan, who has 
organized several consolidated schools 
in the northern part of the state, ap­ 
peared among others to support the 
district plan of agricultural schools. 
Professor D untan made the predic­ 
tion th at the college work at the St. 
Anthony institution would soon crowd 
out the school part. 
It is urged th at 
the work at the state farm school is 
so technical th at it tends to take men 
away from the farm. 
Professor Dun­ 
tan said th a t the Crookston school by 
keeping the pupils in a more strictly 
farm environm ent is able to accom­ 
plish more fdr the farm s than the St. 
Anthony school, so far as the pupils 
are concerned. 
He is urging th a t state aid be given 
for the organization of consolidated 
rural schools, w ith a central school 
where the rudim ents of agriculture 
can be taught. 
His plan also includes 
higher agricultural schools in each 
congressional district, of which the 
school at Crookston is an example. 


ZELAYA REPLIES TO KNOX 


Nature of the Answer of Nicaragua’s 
President Not Given Out. 
W ashington, March 2.3.—President 
Zelaya has through Mr. Espinosa, tho 
m inister of th at country to the U nit­ 
ed States, sent his reply to the de­ 
mand made by Secretary Knox for 
the arbitration of the Emery claim, 
arising out of the annulm ent by N ica­ 
ragua of a concession granted by that 
country for cutting 
mahogany, 
be­ 
cause of an alleged violation of its 
provisions. 
No statem ent was obtainable at the 
state departm ent as to the nature of 
Zelaya’s reply, but enough is known to 
w arrant the statem ent that it does not 
meet every dem and of this govern­ 
ment. 
It is understood, however, th at 
Nicaragua has suggested a m ethod of 
adjustm ent of the whote issue which 
In its judgm ent provides for settle­ 
m ent on an equitable basis for all 
parties interested. 
M eantime Central American official 
advices report a disavowal by Presi­ 
dent Zelaya of any m ilitary aggres­ 
siveness against Salvador and Costa 
Rica, as was suggested as a result of 
the concentration of Nicaraguan troops 
on the borders of those countries.
